MILLIONS VANISH 
FROM PAPER VALUE 


Ticker Lags Behind and 
Brokers Are Thrown in 
Panic as Stop Orders 
Fail To Reach Floor. 


New York, March 22.—(#)—A 
4,000,000-share session on the New 
York Stock Exchange, freely predict- 
ed for two years but never reached, 
became a reality today. 

It developed in a day of extrava- 
gant speculation in which prices start- 
ed upward at a furious pace and then 
buckled under an avalanche of selling 
orders, bringing to a halt, at least 
temporarily, a rapid and sustained up- 
swing of two weeks’ duration such as 
Wall street has seldom experienced. 

Early Gains Reduced. 

Fiarly gains, which ranged from $2 
to $18 a share in the active issues, 
were substantially reduced, or wiped 
out, and in many cases converted into 
losses, some of which ran to nearly 
$8 a share. 


Total sales set a new high record 
at 4,007,300 shares, or 83, shares 
above the previous high mark estab- 
lished on March 13. It was the tenth 
consecutive full session in which sales 
had crossed the 3,000,000-share mark. 
There were 743 individual issues 
traded in, or five below the record. 


Violence Also Noted. 


The decline in many active issues 
were attended with considerable vio- 
lence, but, measured by the averages, 
the day’s loss was relatively small. 

The average of 20 leading indus- 
trials compiled by The Associated 
Press showed a net loss of slightly 
more than three-fourths of a point, 
and the average of 20 leading rails 
about talf a point. 

Stock exchange machinery groaned 
and creaked under the volume of or- 
ders which poured into the floor from 
all sections of the world. So swift 
was the uprush of prices that the 
ticker fell nearly half an hour behind 
the actual market by midday. 


Consternation Caused. 


This caused consternation in the 
customers’ rooms of brokerage houses 
as prices appearing on the tape were 
frequently one to three points away 
from the actual quotations on the 
floor. 

Bear traders who have taken ter- 
rific beatings in the last fortnight 
took advantage of this situation by 
throwing in a flock of selling orders. 
Radio, in which the stock exchange 
is. still investigating reports of a 
“technical corner,” was the first tar- 
get chosen for the attack. It quickly 
dropped from $157.50 a share to $146. 
Other pool favorites slumped in sym- 


pathy. 
Word Is Passed. 


Word was quickly passed from the 
floor to the brokerage offices that the 
general market was slipping. Excited 
customers, anxious to conserve their 
paper profits or limit their losses, 
gave orders to sell “at the market.” 
Powerful speculative pools quickly 
marshaled their forces and rushed sup- 
porting orders to the floor. 

General Motors, which had dropped 
from $181.75 to nearly $177 im the 
first outbreak of selling, quickly ral- 
lied to around $180. Similar retov- 
eries took place in other high-grade 
issues and new leaders were brought 
forward in the railroad group in a 
desperate effort to maintain bullish 
enthusiasm. Prices see-sawed back 
and forth throughout the afternoon, 
with closing quotations generally 
above the day’s low prices. 

Fears of a huge increase in federal] 
reserve brokers’ loans failed to de- 
velop as the actual figures, published 
after the close of the market, showed 
a gain of only $32,650,000, as com- 
pared with earlier estimates of $100,- 
000,000 or more.

Leaf, Miss., March 22.—(#)—Five 
school children and the driver of an 
automobile conveying the children 
from the Salem scool to Leaf were 
burned to death near here late today 
when a huge pine tree afire beside 
the road fell upon the passing auto- 
mobile. Two pupils in the rear seat 
were thrown from the car and suf- 
fered broken legs, while the occupant 
of the car, a girl, escaped uninjured. 

The driver killed was Dave Doss. 
His daughter, Marie, was killed al- 
most instantly with him when the 
tree fell across the front seat of the 
auto. Nettie and Hattie Doss and an- 
other Miss Doss, neices of the driver, 
and a Miss Mizell in the rear seat 
were burned to death, two boys suf- 
fered broken legs when thrown from 
the automobile and a girl escaped in- 
jury. 

The injured were taken to a Leaf 
hospital for medical attention. 

The giant pine, which caught fire 
from burning woods three days ago, 
gave way at the base just as the au- 
tomobile approached, and fell, a burn- 
ing mass upon the automobile party. 
The bodies were burned almost be- 
yond recognition. After persons ar- 
riving on the scene had extricated 
the bodies from the fiery mass, they 
were placed beside the road for identi- 
fication. The children were all under 
16 years of age. The accident hap- 
pened two and a half miles south of 
Leaf. .

“By all the laws of gangland 
he should have been dead at least ten 
years ago.” 

Grady and other police department 
officials conversant with “Diamond 
Joe’s” rise from obscurity, said that 
numerous slayings, illicit alcoho] traf- 
fie and association with women were 
among the many causes which might 
have made someone wish to do away 
with Esposito. 

Senator Deneen paid tribute to Es- 
posito as a loyal friend. 

Asked to Relinquish. 

Late today the police investigation 
revealed that insistent pressure had 
been brought upon Esposito to force 
him to relinquish the field for ward 
committeeman to Joseph Savage, for- 
mer assistant state’s attorney and pro-

MURDERER JOKES |GOVERNOR OFFERS 


AS LIFE WANES 


Execution Is Scheduled 
Before 8:30 O’Clock for 
Man Who Saved Wife as 


Last Gesture. Goes Wild. 


Columbiana, Ala., March 22.—() 
Two middle-aged women, the mother 
and aunt of Miss Louise Monteabaro, 
took the law into their own hands 
today in a frenzied effort to bring 
justice to the man they thought was 
the girl’s slayer. 

In a dramatic climax to the trial of 
Police Chief H. F. Blake, of Calera, 
Ala., for the murder of the girl, Mrs. 
Mabel Monteabaro, 45, the girl's 
mother, and Miss Cecil Tubbs, 43, 
her aunt, leaped simultaneously on 
the officer with a pistol and a hunt- 
ing knife just as the foreman of the 
jury pronounced Blake not- guilty of 
the crime. 

Shoots Into Wall. 

A wild shot fired by Mrs. Montea- 
baro buried itself in the wall above 
the jury box. Miss Tubbs then 
plunged the knife into Blake’s neck 
and the officer fell back into the jury 
box with blood streaming from _ the 
wound. 

The spectators in the courtroom be- 
came panic-stricken and fled for the 
doors. In the turmoil Attorney Gen- 
eral Charlie C. McCall, of Alabama, 
who prosecuted Blake, slumped to the 
floor in a faint. 

Blake was taken hurriedly to a hos- 
pital, where physicians said he was 
in a “very grave” condition. He was 
weakened from loss of blood, and phy- 
sicians said he may, in the event he 
recovers from the wound, lose the use 
of his left arm. Later his condition 
was reported as slightly. improved.

many years. 
Bedroom Damaged. 

The Gamage to the American em- 
bassy residence was in a wall of the 
bedroom of Dwight W. Morrow, the 
American ambassador, and in one of 
the outside walls.

CLEAR OF Ol. BONDS 


' Marion, Ohio. Mareh« 22.—(#)— 
Charles D. Schaffner, executor of the 
estate of the late President Warren 
G. Harding, today announced that an 
examinatien of his tecords by a cor- 
respondent of the St: Louis: Post-Dis- 
pateb, who went to Marion with a 
letter f Senator Walsh authorizing 
him to make the inspection, had defi- 
nitely established that the late presi- 
dent possessed none of the $3,080,000 
worth of Continental Trading ¢com- 
pany bonds involved in the Teapot 
Dome .oil scandal. - 

Mr. Schaffner said that William P. 
Allen, aeting as special investigator 
for the senate committee, completed 
the investigation of the late presi- 
dent's records yesterday and expected 
to present his findings to Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh in Washington late 
today. 

Mr. Schaffner said that an exami- 
nation of the late president’s ‘records 
revealed that he had. only two bonds 
of the first Liberty loan, and both 
of them were for denominations of 


500. 

All of the Liberty bonds involved 
in the holdings of the Continental 
Trading company were of the first 
Liberty loan and were of $1,000 de- 
nominations. 

Serial numbers of the two bonds 
held in the Harding estate of the first 
Liberty loan were given as 6520 and 
6521, neither of which corresponded 
to the numbers of bonds held by the 
Continental Trading company. 

Investigation of the Harding estate 
Liberty bonds revealed that the late 
president had $182,770 worth of the 
bonds and. Mrs. Harding held $65,300 
worth in her name. All of their Lib- 
erty bonds were of the second, third 
and fourth loans except the two 
bonds, which were found not to be 
involved in the holdings of the Conti- 
nental company.

him to make the inspection, had defi- 
nitely established that the late presi- 
dent possessed none of the $3,080,000 
worth of Continental Trading ¢om- 
pany bonds involved in the Teapot 
Dome .oil scandal. 

Mr. Schaffner said that William FP. 
Allen, acting as special investigator 
for the senate committee, completed 
the investigation of the late presi- 
dent's records yesterday and expected 
to present his findings to Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh in Washington late 
today. 

Mr. Schaffner said that an exami- 

nation of the late president’s ‘records 
revealed that he had only two bonds 
of the first Liberty loan, and both 
of them were for denominations of 
$500. 
All of the Liberty bonds involved 
in the holdings of the Continental 
Trading company were of the first 
Liberty loan and were of $1,000 de- 
nominations. 

Serial numbers of the two bonds 
held in the Harding estate of the first 
Liberty loan were given as 6520 and 
6521, neither of which corresponded 
to the numbers of bonds held by the 
Continental Trading company. 

Investigation of the Harding estate 
Liberty bonds revealed that the late 
president had $182,770 worth of the 
bonds and. Mrs. Harding held $65,300 
worth in her name. All of their Lib- 
erty bonds were of the second, third 
and fourth loans except the two 
bonds, which were found not to be 
involved in the holdings of the Conti- 


nental company.

ment although individual sponsors of 
secession could aot be located. 

Richard T. Harriss, well-known ad- 
vocate of southern cotton deliveries, 
said he had not been advised of a 
move on the part of a large body of 
traders to leave the exchange and form 
another exchange, but he admitted 
that many advocates of southern cot- 
ton deliveries felt that such a sepa- 
rate organization was becomming nec- 
essary becatse of the objection of a 
majority of the exchange membersnip 
to the southern delivery plan. One 
of the staunchest opponents of the 
southern delivery plan is Samuel Hub- 
bard, president of the exchange. 

The exchange has repeatedty voted 
down the plan for southern delivery, 
which calls for official delivery of 
cottor in southern ports instead of 
New York. In order to strengthen 
New York’s position as a cotton port 
and previde adequate facilities for 
the storage of cotton and also in or- 
der to- anticipate delivery of “spot’ 
cotton, the New.

Urges More Power. 

“Anvthing pertaining to readjust- 
ment of power based upan geographi- 
cal locatign, I believe has nothing 
whatever to do with the question in- 


volved. 
“The power of good stations should 


be increased, the power of poor sta- 
tions should be reduced or the sta- 
tions eliminated entirely }to clear the 
way for service.” — 
' Mr. Crosley believes that more 
broadcasting stations are unnecessary 
and that many of the present trans- 
mitters should be eliminated: as rajp- 
idly as possible. ..No more stations 
should be allowed in the present band 
of frequencies assigned to broadcast- 
ing than can operate without inter- 
ference, he says. 

Although Mr. Crosley admits that 
there may too many. stations lo- 
cated. in and. about the metropolitan 
areas of New York and Chicago, he 
is unable to see. where the question 
of power or power distribution has 
‘anything to do with the situation, 

“A station that is capable of ren- 
dering a high-class service -ahould 
not be limited to power, regardless 
of its geographical location,” he in- 


sists. 
Wave Length Problem. 


“T am and always have been a 
strong believer in super-power. It is 
‘obvious that the more sparsely set- 
tled districts of the United States re- 
quire greater power to justify their 
existence than might be necessary in 
some cases in thickly congested dis- 
tricts, 


“However, I seé no reason why the 
power .- such high clas: stations as 
WJZ or WEAF, located near New 
York city, should be reduced. These 
stations render a most distinct serv- 
ice over a radius extending as far 
as St. Louis. To reduce the power 
of those stations would be & keen dis- 
appointment to every radio set owner 
within that area, 

“Again I say, I do not see where 
the question of power should be in- 
volved at all. Those Qtations through- 
out the United Sttaes capable of ren- 
dering a service that would justifs 
their existence should be encouraged 
to use greater and greater power.

And _ the 
ever-ready diagnosis of “colic” has lost 
caste with the doctors because the 
increasing intelligence of their clien- 
tele has scared ’em out of it. It is 
really alarming the way health intel-

The conception of “colic” means 
principally pain; the infant is appar- 
ently in pain or distress from disten- 
sion of some part of the ailmentary 
tract with gas, or something like that. 
But no pain or distress can be so pro- 
duced; there is no evidence that mere 
distension causes any pain or distress 
—on the contrary, there is ample evi- 
dence that even extreme distension by 
air or gas is painless. So there goes 
your colic. It is all bunk. For the 
baby’s sake, believe me, colic never 
happens. :

Many preachers denounce pride. 
I venture the opinion that it is 
not always sinful. Do you not 
think they should define what they 
mean by the word and discrimi- 
nate as to its application?

What Is Color? 


What is this color in sport, inquires 
a contemporary? In the first place, 
who are our most colorful denizens of 
sports? Babe Ruth, Bobby Jones, 
Walter Hagen, Jack Dempsey, Bill 
Tilden, Jimmy McLarnin, Suzanne 
Lenglen Red Grange (of recent mem- 
ory). ‘ere are eight of them. You 
may observe in the first place that all 
eight have starred on the attacking 
or offensive side. Not one of these 
is a defensive luminary, or, at least, 
not one is famed along lines of de- 
fense. They are all going somewhere, 
not merely keeping the other fellow 
from going somewhere. 

Practically all of them have per- 
sonal or impersonal magnetism, quick- 
ly recognized after a brief conversa- 
tion. They are interesting to watch, 
which is not true of all champions. 

Why are they interesting to watch? 
Because they are out to win contests, 
not to save contests by careful de- 
fensive play. 

So apparently the first move toward 
color is on the attacking side. 

Jack Sharkey had color for a while 
because he talked and looked the part. 
Unfortunately he forgot to act it. 
This erased part of the glow from his 
system. Most of the glint evaporated 
after his Dempsey, Heeney and Risko 
matches. 

Color, you might say, is magnetic 
personality on the attacking side. 


Who Can Tell. 


The opinion seems to be general that 
none of those now hanging around 
would be any sort of match for Gene 
Tunney. The records of the leading 
challengers are hung up to prove this 
point. 

But several details have been over- 
looked. In the first place, if you 
check back in Tunney’s record you 
will find that no lengthy period before 
beating Dempsey he fought a total of 
720 odd rounds against such men as 
Martin Burke, Greb, a middleweight; 
Wiggins, Jeff Smith, Risko and others 
without any kyock-outs resulting. 

It might also be remembered that 
while Tunney has known’ twenty 
rounds of actual contest in over two 
years, Risko, Heeney, Uzcudun and 
others have had from twenty to forty 
fights. Risko has had over twelve 
times as much actual fighting work 
in two years as Tunney has known. 

Under these conditions it is ridic- 
ulous to figure all the challengers in 
sight would be outclassed.. There never 
has been a boxer or fighter great 
enough to remain near peak form with- 
out fighting. 

For this reason it is an important 
thing for Tunney to find a June fight 
under the best terms he can work out. 
Another long rest from ring war on 
into September would be almost cer- 
tain to clip away a big part of his top 
form, no matter how well he trained. 

Anyone who has ever taken a stab 
at sport knows the big difference be- 
tween practice and hard competition 
under fire. It takes both to keep even 
a champion going.

Golfers have been told so long not to 
sway that this advice and the concen- 
tration upon it has turned a flock of 
them into wooden posts. 

Swaying is not the sign of a sound 
swing, but it is much better to sway 
fn notch or two than it is to stand as 
rigid as a marble pillar. Any golfer, 
and this means-a million or more in- 
clined to rigidity, is better off with a 
slight sway to the right if he only 
lets his body turn at the same time. 
The right leg and right foot can catch 
and hold a slight sway if it isn’t over- 
done, and there are times when some- 
thing of this sort is needed to break 

up . stiffness. 

There are many good golfers who 
have a slights way to the right as the 
left side turns ,on the back swing. 
There is no pod golfer from Glean 
Eagles to Pébble Beach who attempts 
to play the game with a castiron 
swing. minus any touch of elasticity.

After four years of the most cordial 
mutual detestation, Rickard and 
Charles A. Stoneham, the principal 
owner of the New York Giants, have 
made peace and Stoneham is willing 
to abandon the Volo. grounds, the 


home of the Giants, turn the park 
over to Rickard and move the ball 
elub across the Harlem river to play 
in the Yankee stadium on the same 
sort of alternating schedule that was 
‘used when the Yankees had no park 
of their own, and were tenants at the 
Polo grounds. 

Thus far, Jake Ruppert, the 
wealthy near-beer brewer, who owns 
the Yankees, has not agreed to ac- 
cept: his rival in the baseball indus- 
try ‘as a tenant, but he fully under- 
stands that he and. Stoneham could 
save money by using one park on full 
time instead of operating two plants 
on half time. By selling his lease hold 
and Polo grounds plant to Rickard, 
eliminating such expenses as interest 
and plant maintenance, Stoneham will 
be enabled to offer Ruppert a very 
liberal rent, 


Expectation. 


Rickard thinks so much of Ruppert’s 
business acumen that he fully expects 
the merger to be made before the end 
of this year and also expects to be 
in full possession of the Polo Grounds, 
with the right to remodel the present 
stands and lower the level of the play- 
ing field 12 feet. In fact, his prepara- 
tions have progressed so far that he 
has obtained an estimate from the 
Foundation company on the cost of 
excavating the field and proofing it 
against seepage from the Harlem 
river, one block away. The excavation 
would place the playing field below 
the high-water level of the river. He 
would have this all done by Septem- 
ber. 1929. 

Rickard wants the Polo Grounds 
primarily as a stadium for open air 
fight spectacles, but he expects to earn 
a great deal of money by renting the 
place as a football stadium for inter- 
collegiate games. For the last few 
years the Yankees and the Giants 
have heen :bidding against one an- 
other for inter-collegiate games. Last 
year in order to obtain one big game 
for the Polo Grounds Stoneham had 
to reduce the price to $25,000 for the 
day, which was far below the price he 
was able to command before he quar- 
reled with the Yankee firm and drove 
them across the river to build a plant 
of their own, bigger than his. How- 
ever, both baseball stadiums are very 
poor places for football, and Rickard, 
realizing that even Yale and Prince- 
ton made mistakes in the design of 
their stadiums, plans to rebuild the 
stands at the Polo Grounds so that 
the people in the front rows can 
smell the liniment on the athletes.

tion. Execution of buying and selling 
orders received in a steady stream 
during the day over the direct tele- 
phone from the offices to the stock 
exchange floor is enough in inself to 
exhaust the youngest and most pbyis- 
cally fit of the floor members. To 
this main job, howevér, is added the 
continuous nerve-wracking task of 
straightening out tangles. 

A daily turnover of 3,000,000 shares 
on the stock exchange means that 
there has been a change in the owner- 
ship of stocks alone having a aggre- 
gate value of well over $50,000,000. 
This exchange of ownership takes 
place in the midst of excited. milling 
crowds around the various posts with- 
out an exchange in writing of the 
terms of transaction. One <p yells 
out in the crowd 100, or 500, or 1 
or much larger blocks of stock offered 
at a named price. Somewhere else, 
say around the steel post, brokers are 
yelling a named price bid for so many 
named shares of steel common. The 
broker with a buying order and the 
broker with a selling order where 
the price meets, simply yells “bought” 
or “sold” at each other naming the 
price and number. 

angles Occur. 
Under such conditons it is not sur- 
prising that tangles occur. At the 
end of the day it is found that in 
some isolated cases there has been a 
misunderstanding as to who bought or 
sold -from who or the number of 
shares or price involved. The amaz- 
ing thing is that this great volume 
of trading is handled the way it is 
with so few mistakes.

Cabbage Unsettled. 

Texas cabbage advanced another $5 
per ton to a range of $35-$40, ‘f. o. b., 
shipping points, but old stock was 
weak in western New York and de- 
clined about $2 to a level of $13 a 
ton. New York city was strong on 
all cabbage. Dealers: there got $4- 
$4.50 per barrel crate of Texas stock, 
$2.25-$2.75 per 1 1-2-bushel hampers 
of Florida cabbage and $22-$23 per 
ton of New York storage stock. About 
830 cars of new cabbage were shipped 
during the week, as against 439 cras 
from northern states. A year ago 
the proportion was very similar, but 
the quantity only about half as great. 
Texas was still shipping more than 
700 cars aw. eek, and, with a record 
of 5,470 to date, will exceed last sea- 
son’s final total. 

The spring cabbage season started 
in several states. Alabama. Louis- 


iana and southern California  for- 
warded a total of 25 cars. Those 
sections last year marketed more than 
2,000 carloads of cabbage. Only a 
slight increase of plantings is indi- 
cat for 14 intermediate states, but 
a total of 23,300 acres in this group 
would be greater than in any recent 
year. Acreage in Arkansas may be 
nearly twice that of 1927: Iowa ex- 
pects heavier plantings, and 80 does 
Tennessee and New Jersey. 


Florida east coast tomato section 
is gradually -recovering from effects 
of the January freeze. Carlot ship-: 
ments almost doubled last week and 
totaled 103 cars, besides 215 from 
Mexico and about 50 from Cuba. 
Florida’s present output is only one- 
fifth as heavy as last March, but 
within another month the ‘movement 
should be normal. Repacked stock 
from Florida and Mexico continued 
high in price, but original packages 
of Mexican tomatoes sold lower than 


the week. before. 

Lower Rio Grande valley of ‘Texas 
should soon begin shipping from an 
acreage 12 per cent greater than last 
year.
